The Bristol Township School Board has “ flunked”’ 
a stiff examination of its fiscal and administrative poli­ 
cies by the Auditor General’! Office of Pennsylvania. 
For the past two years, a report of Auditor General 
Charles C. Smith to Governor David L. Lawrence yes­ 
terday revealed, loose administrative practices have per­ 
mitted many different expenditures of a “doubtful val­ 


idity.” 
The report disclosed: 
1. There is nothing in School Board minutes or other 
records to justify expenditures amounting to thousands 
of dollars, this situation resulting from failure of the 
School Board “to assume its full responsibilities under 
the Public School Code of 1949 and permitting too much 
latitude on the part of the salaried school administra­ 
tion.” 
2. Lick of supporting receipts or other documents 
for expenditures amounting to approximately $16,000 
for expenses incurred by School Superintendent Guy 
F. Eberhart, assistant superintendents, school directors, 
principals and teachers attending various functions re­ 
lated to school activities.
